New quake rocks Philippines 


COTABATO CITY, (Philippines), Aug. 19, (AFP). — 
A fairly strung earthquake rucked this southern 
Philippine city tonight. 

Uniformed government troopers fired their rifles 
into the air to warn sleeping residents of the tremor. 
It was not known whether it was an aftershock of 
the powerful quake which struck the Moslem Min- 
danoa area including Cotabato city, 800 kms (500 
miles) south of Manila on June 17, killing more 
than 3,000 people. 

Tonight’s shock lasted for at least 15 seconds.

King Hussein: All Arabs 
should support the Syrian 
initiative in Lebanon 


AMMAN, Aug. 19. — His Majesty King Hussein Thurs- 
day called on all Arabs to support Syria’s efforts in 
Lebanon to facilitate a solution to the crisis that would 
preserve Lebanon’s unity and independence. 

Foreign fingers have played a big game in the Lebanese crisis 
and the way to get out of this crisis is based on two elements, 
King Hussein said in an interview published jointly by the Damas- 
cus daily Tlchrin and A1 RaL 

Firstly aQ people in Lebanon should adhere to Lebanon’s su- 
preme interest and secondly all Arabs should support the Syrian 
initiative in Lebanon to facilitate Syria’s rple in trying to solve the 
crisis and maintain Lebanon’s unity and freedom, His Majesty said. 

The King criticized the role played by the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation. It was the PLO’s mistake that it became a party to 
the Lebanese conflict, thus attractin g the hostility of more than 
one side In Lebanon, opposing Syria’s efforts and becoming a tool 
for disunity instead of rallying and closing ranks against the enemy, 
he said. 

He urged the Arabs to discard their differences. There is some 
deterioration in Arab relations and Arab leaders should shoulder 
their responsibility to overcome this situation, at tills historic junc- 
ture, he said. 

The King praised Jordan’s relations with the Soviet Union and 
said : “I appreciate the Soviet Union’s noble stand in supporting the 
Arab nation” and assisting the Arabs. His visit to Moscow 
last month “had led to several fruitful results” and strengthened 
the relations between the two countries, which would have a posi- 
tive impact on the sacred Arab cause, the King added. 

Asked about rumours of impending diplomatic moves to resolve 
the Middle East question. King Hussein said that he had on several 
occasions expressed misgivings concerning the so-called Middle 
East problem. 

The King said these misgivings had been strengthened by his 
conviction that the step-by-step policy has come to an end, by 
Israel's stubborn perseverance in its unbemfing policy and the in- 
creasing problems facing the Israeli government.

Mr. Ford said of Senator Dole:

Senator Dole told the press co- 
nference that President Ford bro- 
ke the news to him by telephone 
this morning. 

“I did not expect the call. But 
I am veiy pleased I was in,” he 
said. 

The first ballot convention vic- 
tory for Mr. Ford was, as expe- 
cted, extremely close. Mr. Ford re- 
ceived 1,187 votes and Ronald 
Reagan 1,070. 

Some party experts feared the 
closeness of the vote could threat- 
en party unity in the coming elect- 
ion. They said some of the more 
anient supporters of the conserva- 
tive Mr. Reagan might find it dif- 
ficult to support Mr. Ford, who 
is a bit more towards the centre 
of the party. 

Soon after his victory, Mr. Ford 
drove to the hotel of Mr. Reagan 
to discuss party unity and to co- 
nsult the former California gove- 
rnor oh the choice of the vice- 
presidential candidate. 

After his early morning meeti- 
ng, Mr. Ford told reporters he had 
come to congratulate Mr. Reagan 
on a fine campaign.

ATHENS, Aug. 19, (R). — Greece 
is sending a destroyer and a gun- 
boat to shadow a Turkish vessel 
that today began a new search for 
oil in disputed waters of the Ae- 
gean Sea, well informed sources 
here said. 

The Turkish survey • ship Sis- 
mik 1 sailed at dawn to resume 
Ml exploration which has caused 
a crisis between the two coun- 
tries over seabed mineral rights. 

The Greek government made no 
announcement of plans to shadow 
the Turkish vessel, but the sour- 
ces said that a destroyer and <3 
gunboat will "discreetly watch 
the Sismik in its present phase of 
exploration.” 

The Greek ocean research ship 
Nautilus, electronically equipped 
for scientific work, -will also sha- 
dow Sismik 1 to see if it carries 
out seismic soundings in disputed 
areas, the sources said. 

Greece kept its armed forces on 
an advanced state of preparedness 
as it has done since early July 
when Turkey announced it was 
sending Sismic 1 to carry out sei- 
smic soundings for oil in the Ae- 


At the United Nations, Greece 
mid Turkey were today studying 


a proposed draft resolution for the 
Security Council u rging them to 
negotiate on their dispute in the 
Aegean. 

The text, prepared by the Uni- 
ted States, France, Britain and 
Italy, also would have the 15-na- 
tion council call on the two sides 
to exercise the utmost restraint 
while they sought a peaceful set- 
tlement. 

Greece has charged that Turkey 
violated Greek sovereignty in the 
continental shelf of the Aegean 
Sea through the operations of 
Sismik 1. 

In the Hague, the World Court, 
meanwhile, announced today it 
will start a public hearing next 
Wednesday to consider a Greek 
application for an interim injunc- 
tion ordering Turkey to stop oil 
exploration in the Aegean. 

Greece asked for the injunction 
on August 10 in a petition which 
also requested the court — a Uni- 
ted Nations organ — to define the 
limits of the disputed continental 
shelf between the two countries. 

The Hague communique said 
only the court was meeting for a 
hearing “on the request for indi- 
cation of provisional measures of

The 
Jordanian ambassador to Kuwait 
Muhi Ed Din AI Husseini signed 
for Jordan and the Sudanese ch- 
arge d’affaires in Kuwait signed 
for his country.

“The time for bragging about 
our old-world shopping in bazaars 
and souks as being leisurely and 
picturesque and cheap is over,” 
says one prominent and well-tra- 
velled Middle East businessman. 

“There will always be room for 
our individuals and families who 
sell wares from small stalls or en- 
closed shops — maybe a little like 
the never-disappearing mom-and- 
pop stores in America. But the 
j cities of the Middle East — Riyadh, 

' Jeddah, Cairo. Abu Dhabi, Kuwa- 
it, Amman, Bahrain — these are 
all growing at a fantastic rate. Di- 
i sposable income is rising. Demand 
jfor goods and services and food 
is ballooning. These cities are re- 
ady for big department stores." 

Just about the only true depart- 
ment store in the Middle East, 
Spinney’s Lebanese-British joint 
venture in Beirut, was a war ca- 
sualty, but studies are under way 
to determine whether a big retail 
outlet could succeed in other big 
cities. 

Cairo has launched such a fea- 
sibility study, as have Kuwait, 
Istanbul, and the Saudi cities of 
Dhahran and Jeddah. Prospective 
investors have demanded that a 
close analysis be made of depart- 
ment store and shopping centre 
patterns in Europe, Scandinavia, 
and the U.S. 

“We want to do the big-store 
planning, maybe 50,000 square fe- 
et, without making too many mis- 
takes,” one Persian Gulf state in- 
vestor said. “That’s why we are 
taking a long, hard look at the fi- 
gures — which seem to vary a gre- 
at deal country by country. 

“We’re pretty sure we can ma- 
ke the department store idea work 
but we’ve got to be sure that size 
and style fit here.” 

He pointed out that Denmark's 
average super-stores- cover a co- 
lossal 180,000 square feet, whe- 
reas Britain’s average totalled on- 
ly 55,000. "And somebody’s got 
to tell us whether we need to be 
a miniature Harrod's, a suburban 
Macy’s, or a K-Mait, or what.” 

Not everyone agrees that the 
Middle East needs concentrated 
shopping in a more modem vers- 
ion. Many say bargaining from 
. shop to shop and street to street 
is an ingrained way of life here. 

Yet, more and more shops are 
expanding both in space and lines 
of merchandise. And haggling — 
fun as it is to tourists — is slowly 
disappearing. More and more 
. now, shops display the “Fixed 
Price" sign, perhaps evidence of 


westernised retailing encroach- 
ment. 

There are other pressures build- 
ing up which may foster a change 
in Middle East city shopping, like 
meteoric increases in car popula- 
tion.

In the downtown areas of a num- 
ber of these cities a trend tow- 
ards larger shopping facilities is 
beginning. Some already have 
small chain-food markets and mu- 
lti-floor apparel stores. 

Consumer goods from world 
markets are pouring into cities 
all over the Middle East. 


PEKING, Aug. 19, (R). — Chinese 
reports oo this summer's grain 
harvest — a vital indicator of the 
nation’s economic health — show 
relative small [increases in produ- 
ction, diplomatic observers said 
today. 

They added the reports were 
more restrained than in previous 
years. 

China rarely reveals harvest sta- 
tistics and the last figure issued 
was 274.9 million tons for 1974. 
Last year's harvest was believed 
around 280 million tons. 

The Chinese news agency this 
week reported that a “bumper” 
summer harvest had been reaped, 
with “both total and per-hectare 
grain output hitting all time 
highs.”- 

But the agency did not give per- 
centage increases over last year — 
from which a probable total for 
the whole year could be estimat- 
ed. It did indicate, however, that 
disputes may have arisen over 
grain tax. 

By the end of July, grain bou- 
ght by the state had been 10 per 
cent more than last year, the ag- 
ency said. Observers pointed out 
that this did not necessarily mean 
production was 10 per cent higher 
and might merely indicate the sta- 
te was taking a larger proportion 
of the crop. 

Ghina needs to increase food 
production by two per cent — ov- 
er five million tons per year — 
merely to keep pace with popula- 
tion growth. 

% 

A “two line struggle in grain 
work” has been raging in the co- 
untryside, according to the New 
China News. Agency. 

It said large numbers of offi- 
cials had been sent to investigate 
the relations between the interests 
of the state, the commune, and the 
individual. 

They "put aside collective grain 


reserves for the further consolida- 
tion and development of the col- 
lective economy,” the agency said. 

Diplomats here believe the dis- 
pute is over the proportion of cro- 
ps that go to the state — in other 
words the age-old Chinese pro- 
blem of grain levies. 

Meanwhile Chinese officials ha- 
ve acknowledged to foreign sour- 
ces that bad weather hampered 
far ming this year. Early rice plan- 
ting in the south was affected by 
persistent rain and low tempera- 
tures. Later north China was bit 
by drought. 

Pepsi-vodka deal 
signed by 
U.S., USSR 

MOSCOW, Aug. 19 (AFP) — Be- 
psi Cola will build three more fa- 
ctories in the Soviet Union, to in- 
crease output fourfold to around 
150 million bottles a year, a U.S. 
source said here. 

The expansion programme was 
'signed here in return for a fourfold 
rise in the export of Stalichnaia 
vodka through the Pepsi Cola co- 
mpany. 

Production of Pepsi in the US- 
SR began in 1973 at Novosibirsk 
on the Black sea. This factory’s 
capacity is 36 million bottles a 
year, and the three new plants 
will each have the same capacity. 

The expansion programme was 
signed by Co-President Donald 
Kendall of the Soviet-American 
Commercial and Economic Coun- 
cil, and Soviet Foreign Trade Mi- 
nister Nikolai Patolischev. 

The new factories, using West 
German equipment, will be at Mo- 
scow Leningrad, and a city in Es- 
tonia. 

As in the case of the first co- 
ntract, no figure was given for the 
value of this business.

Edward J. Gay, on a trip down 
the river from St. Louis to New 
Orleans, met and married Erwin’s 
grand -daughter. 

In 1808 Gay took over the pla- 
ntation, changed its name to “St 
Louis," and built the present ho- 
use. 

Here in southern Louisiana local 
brick and cypress lend a special 
air to the Greek Revival style of 
architecture. Gay added touches 
of his own: a cellar, unusual in 
low country where the river caus- 
es annual flooding, and a belved- 
ere from which he could survey 
the river and the land.

Quake kills 4 in 
southern Turkey 

ANKARA, Aug 19, (R). — A 
medium-strength earthquake to- 
day struck the southwestern 
Turkish town of Denizli, killing 
four people and injuring 28. 

The tremor — the latest in a 
series of earthquakes round the 
world — lasted only five se- 
conds but it damaged scores of 
buildings, including a hospital 
several telephone and power 
j lines and tore gaping holes in 
the roads. 

A spokesman said between 
10 and 15 houses were destroy- 
ed and many suffered minor 
damage. 

The four dead — a 34-year-old 
man, a woman, a girl of 14 and 
a boy of three — were buried 
1 beneath falling masonry. 

Turkish authorities said the 
quake measured 4.6 on the Ri- 
chter scale. A seismograph in 
Athens registered 5.5. 

Officials said the epicentre 
appeared to be in the outskirts 
of Denizli, a city of some 
106,000 people 250 miles (400 
km) south of Istanbul.

The probe, Luna-24, took just 
under 23 hours from touching 
down yesterday to launching the 
return craft with samples of rock 
it had drilled out from a depth of 
up to two metres (seven feet). 

The Soviet news agency TASS 
said Luna-24 “fulfilled successful- 
ly the programme of work on the 
moon.” 

It was the first time that a So- 
viet probe had collected rocks 
from the Sea of Crises, a water- 
less basalt plain pock-marked with 
craters that make soft touchdowns 
difficult. 

The spacecraft’s ill-starred for- 
erunner in the Soviet moon pro- 
gramme, Luna-23, came down in 
the same area in 1974 but dama- 
ged its scoop equipment on lan- 
ding and was unable to collect sa- 
mples.
